It Is great- 
ly adalrod for the beauty ot Its archi- 
tecture, which belongs to the Second 
Pointed style. Mel rose abbey is the 
burial place of Mlchnel Scott, the Wiz- 
ard of tho Lady; Alexander n, and 
Johanna, h'.s queen*, Wttliiun Douglas, ' 
the "Dnrk Knight." and tho Second 
abbot, St. Waltheof. The heart qf i 
Robert Bruce Is said to bo burled be- ' 
fore tho high altar.
